The eyelids moved slightly again and 
a slight sigh escaped her lips, up to this 
time no pulse could be felt but from that 
time on a few faint tremblings of the pulie 
wers noticed. Sbe was taken upstairs and 
at an early hour this morning she regained 
consciosuness, and gave her name as Ivora 
Farland of Xew York. She had been vis- 
iting in Boston and had come up here 
to call on a friend named Mrs. John Kel- 
ley. 
While walking along Merrimack 


street she was overtaken with a feeling of 
illness and went into the doorway. 


This morning she was reported much 


better in health and when she is able to go 
out will be cared for by her friend. 


The case is what is known to the medi- 


cal profession as catalepsy, and is one 
whicn many physicians do not meet with 
in a lifetime. It is caused by some brain 
trouble, and consists of a sudden suspen- 
sion of the action of the se'nses and of vol- 
ition, these remaining in a fixed position, 
while the action of the heart and lungs 
not affected. It is very difficult to ascer- 
tain whether a person in such a case is 
dead or alive, and cases are on record, 
though very few in number, fortunately, 
when they have been buried while in such 
,a state. 


The malady is seldom fatal and there is 


no known remedy for it. 


But for the one sign of life noticed while 


the Farland woman was in the undertak- 
er's shop, she would have been placed in 
the basement surrounded by the paraphen- 
alia of an undertaker, and upon recover- 
ing her senses there, if alone and in dark- 
ness, the result

BRISTOL, April 5.—Captain Cook of the 


British steamer Mohican, having on 
board the crew of the bark Kate of St. 
John's, N. F., furnishes the following 
particulars of the rescue. Captain Cook 
says tbat he sighted the Kate on March 
20, and seeinst that the vessel was dis- 
masted, he altered his course so as to run 
quite near to her, in the hopo of being 
able to save some of her crew. Wheu the 
distressed vessel was sighted, a terrible 
eea was running, aud ihe wind was blow- 
ing almost with hurricane force.

Night 
and tiny after that th« suffering men 
wera kept at the pumps, and succeeded in 
keeping the water pretty well under. 


Looked In Viiln i'or Help. 


During all this time, the Kate did not 


sight a bail, und at the expiration of two 
days, when the fog began to lift, it wua 
seen that the unlucky bark was in the 
midst of an icefield. Wiih the lifting of 
the fog, the wind and sea began to rise, 
and for five days the Knte was buffeted 
among the icefloes, every moment ex- 
pecting to be sent'to the bottom. 


Finally, after five days of terrible .toil 


and struggle, the Kate succeeded in 
clearing 
the 
icefield, but 
afterward 


sighted a number of small icebergs, and 
the men were half-frozeu by a series of 
bitter snowsqualls which swept over the 
bark; but the snow enabled them to ob- 
tain all the drinking water necessary to 
continue the struggle toward the shores 
of Newfoundland. 


These snowsqualls 
continued 
until 


March '^3, when the weather chauged for 
the worse, and the wind bluw with hurti- 
cane force. The foretoprnnst was carried 
away, and, in falling, dracged the main- 
topmast with it, and the Kate was soon a 
helpless, dismasted wreck. Sen after sea 
swept over the bark, and all hands came 
to 
the conclusion that the Kate was 


doomed to go to the bottom, carrying all 
ou board with her. 


TUo Kesene. 


On March 25 & steamer wns sighted on 


the horuou. The steamer turned out to 
be the Electro of the Wilson line, and'She 
answered the distress signals hoisted by 
the Kate. 


Thfe sea, however, was so high that the 


captain of the Wilson liner was afraid to 
lower a boat, though he stood by the dis- 
masted vessel until night. 
When morn- 


ing broke the Klectro had vanished and 
the crew of the Kate again gave way to 
bitter despair/ Happily, the next day, 
when 03 days out, the Kate 
sighted 


another steuraer, which turned out to be 
the Mohican, und the rescue of the crew of 
the Kate was effected. 


The wreck of the Kate was left floating, 


a dangerous derelict, and is believed to 
have been t'uc vessel seen in na aban- 
doned condition on the edge of the banks 
at Newfoundland by the British steamer 
Stockholm City, which arrived at Halifax 
on Sunday from London.

coke strike now on in the Connellsvilla 
regiop. At least nine lives were gacri- 
fieed. Uiik-ss the strong arm of the mil- 
itary Interferes, the dead will be counted 
by scores instead of tens. So much ex- 
citement was never known in the region, 
and people everywhere are excited and 
apprehensive of greater dangers. 


The riotiug began early in the morning, 


but the climax was not reached until 
yesterday afternoon, when several hun- 
dred strikers marched iu the Davidson 
works of the H. C. Frick Coke company 
at Counellsville, where men vrere work- 
ing. When tho strikers approached they 
were ordered by the deputies to stop. 
They came on and1 tried to get at the men 
in the ovens. Tho deputies fired. The 
strikers returned the five and charged, 
driving tho deputies and men from tho 
plant. 


Chief Engineer Paddock of the 1'rick 


company ran up in the tipple of the 
works. The strikers followed and shot 
him in the back of the head. They beat 
him and crushed his head with stones, 
and threw his body from a tipple window 
to the ovens, W feet below. They then 
attempted to flro the tipple, but left 
when they saw the deputies returning 
with a lartce force from Cotmellsville. 


Itullcts Flew Thick and Fust. 


Hearing of Paddock's murder, hundreds 


wantfd to avenge his death. The pursu- 
ing party, in command 
of 'Detective1 


Campbell, overtook tba strikers hnlf a 
mile from Davidson and opened firo on 
them. The strikers fired in return, but 
ran on. Three strikers fell; oua was killed 
instantly aurt two others were fatally 
wounded. Another of, the strikers, who 
got the start on the main body, was shot 
by a deputy at Broad Ford, a mile dis- 
tant. He wss also killed instantly. 


Eleven strikers werti captured where 


the first battle took place, uud tho pursu- 
ing party kept up the chase until Duwson, 
a point seven miles distant, wns reached, 
where 53 more of the strikers were cap- 
tured. All the efforts ot the deputies and 
more level-headed citizens wera needed 
to prevent the ly-jeliing of the H who 
were ^afcen back to ConueUsville. 


TJie law-abiding element had their 


way, and at 8 o'clock a special train ar- 
rived here with 40 of those who were ia 
the mob that killed Paddook. A great 
crowd greeted their arrival, and amid 
cries of. lynch them the prisoners were 
hurried to jail, A large body of the 
strikers were present aud madfi a rush to 
rescue tbe prisoners, but were hold back 
by the big crowd and the deputies. 


At thu jail Hugh Coll, assistant chief 


engineer of the Frick company, identified 
five of the prisoners as among those who 
killed Puddotk. 
Thirty 
more of the 


same band of strikers have been arrested, 
and the deputies will return to bring 
them to jail. 


Paddock was highly esteemed and was 


widely known. His mui-der occurred in 
sight o£ his home. All the officials of 
the district organization of the strikers 
will bo arrested for complicity in the 
Paddock murder, aud inciting the riot 
und murder. Every effort will bo made 
to hunt down the guilty ones. 


At the Muyfield plant of the McGlure 


company two men were fatally shot dur- 
ing thu day. 
The strikers charged the 


men at work in the morning, but were 
driven off by the deputies, after a striker 
was shot through the body. In the after- 
noon they returned aud renewed the at- 
tack. There was much fighting and a 
deputy WES fatally wouuded. 


Murderers Recognized. 


One tenured rioters are now under ar- 


rest. Hugh Coll recognized nearly all of 
the Huns in jail as the ones who helpud 
commit the assault at Davidson when 
Paddock was killed. The Frick und Ray- 
cey companies are determined to fight to 


| the end, and have their works 
well 


guarded by deputies. 


Twelve hundre.l rioters are marching 


on the Mover works of J. W. Ruyney, 
•where 150 deputies are on guard. A mas- 
sacre of raiders will occur theie if the 
projected attack is made. 


The latest is that an assault will be 


marie on the jail here to rescue the rioters 
jailed lost night.

TOO EAGER ANGLERS. 


Violators of Gnmc I.uivi* I.Ikfiiy lo Get 


Into Trouble. 


Indications point to tbo belief that im- 


portant steps will betaken this season to 
enforce the laws relative to fisliine in the 
streams and ponds that-will be of Interest 
to anglers and Lhat will greatly gratify 
those who desire to fish according to the 
requirements of the same. During the past 
few years, and especially within tbe )a*t 
year, ponds and streams have been sub- 
jected to a lawless sort of fishing that has 
almost completely drained them of fish. 
Gangs of men "Vnd boys have fished for 
irout out of the season set by law rill it is 
next to impossible for a fisherman to have 
itiy luck when be fishes during the sea- 
son. 


These lawless fishermen do not confine 


their method to the use of lines entirely, 
')IIL use such mechanisms as the trawl, set 
iiii and drag net. These articles ar~ nnt, 
Allowed, and if persons arc caught using 
them mallei's arc likely to take a serious 
turn. The fishery laws provide that any 
person caught in the act of using these 
articles, or any person against whom evi- 
dence shall be brought that shall show 
that fish have been caught by tbe use of 
these, may be subject to a fine of not Jess 
than $20 nor more than $50 for each and 
every fish so cnucht aud taken from the 
waters, aud their paraphernalia may be con- 
fiscated by tlie stale. 


If a man were to walk into a fish mar- 


ket and upon asking the price of a single 
Ibh be told it was y2Q, he would drop 
ilcad. Yet Miere are hundreds who will 
risk it, (jo out anil set nets or use. drag nets 
ind trawls and subject tli em solves to ar- 
rest anil a heavy fine, to say nothing of 
Having all their apparatus confiscated. 
Wlu'ii the word "apparatus" is used it 
noans everything that, may be used at llu; 
.hue the person ia caught In ihe act.—Fall 
River Herald.

FOUR PERSONS KILLED 


And n Mother and Child Wore Fatally 


AVotuided by an Kiplnsion. 


OIL CITY, April 5.—A terrific, explosion 


occurred last evening, by which four per- 
sons were instantly killed and two were 
fatally injured. The dead are: Joseph 
Kalillis, aged 50: Mary Kaullis, G; Joseph 
Kaullis. 4; Mary Tasmer, T. Mrs. Ivaullis 
and her baby, li mouths old, aru dying at 
the hospital. 


The cause of the explosion is a mys- 


tery. When it occurred KtiullU was on 
the back porch of his residence and the 
children were playing iu the'ynrd. His 
youngest child and wife were inside. 
There was no g;is burned in tho house 
either for fuel or liirhting. 


The bodies of all were terribly inaugled, 


and the entire real- portion of the house 
•was blown into kindling wood. The only 
plausible theory advanced for the disas- 
ter is that Kaullis found a c'yceriue can 
and.bud broujiht it home with him, and 
it was accidently exploded. Kimllis waa 
a German laborer, thrifty and indus- 
trious, and highly respected.

Into Trouble. 


Indications point to the belief that im- 


portant steps will be taken Uiis season to 
inforce the laws relative to fisbing in the 
streams and ponds that will be of Interest 
to anglers and that will greatly gratify 
those who desire to fis>h according to the 
requirements of tbe same. During the pasl 
few years, and especially within the last 
year, ponds and streams have been sub- 
jected to a lawless sort of flsliing that bas 
almost completely drained them of fish 
Gangs of men and boys have fished for 
trout out of the season set by law till it is 
next to impossible for a fisherman to have 
any luck when he fishes during the,sea 
son. 


These lawless fishermen do not confin 


their method to the use of lines entirely 
but use sucli mechanisms as the trawl, se 
net and drag net. These articles are no 
allowed, and if persons are caught using 
them matters are likely to take a seriou 
turn. Tbe fishery laws provide tbat any 
person caught in tbe act of using thes< 
articles, or any person against, whom evi 
dence shall be brought that shall show 
that fhh have been cauglit by tbe use o 
these, may be subject to a fine of not les 
thau §20 nor more than $50 for each ant 
every fisb so caught and taken from tb 
wate'rs, and their paraphernalia may be con 
fiscated by tbe state. 


If a man were to walk into a fisb. mar 


bet and upon asking the price of a singl 
fish be to'd it was §20, he would dro 
dead. Yet there are hundreds who wil 
risk it, go out and set nets or use drag net

tution required the consideration of a bill 
returned with a veto, and that the ques- 
tion of consideration, therefore, should 
not be raised against it. 


Sir Sickles urged that the rules permit- 


ted that question to be raised against any I 
measure, and as it was competent under 
the constitution to postpone the con- 
sideration of the veto, it was equally com- 
petent under the constitution 
to de- 


termine whether it should or not be con- 
sidered when called up. The speaker sus- 
tained the point of order. 


Mr. Bland stated on behalf of the ma- 


jority of the committee on coinage, 
weights and measures that on Saturday 
ftt 3 o'clock he would demand the pre- 
vious question.

The senate 
also considered briefly a resolution for the 
repeal of all laws which give the secre- 
tary of the treasury authority to issue 
bonds, and Senator Peffer spoke in sup- 
port of it. 


The tariff bill was then laid before the 


senate, and Mr. Allison concluded his 
speech in opposition. His remarks were 
directed in particular against the substi- 
tution of the ad valorem for the specific 
system and against the tax on sugar. He 
also opposed the increase on distilled 
liquor and the tax on incomes, while at 
the same time he delivered a strong at- 
taek againsfc the policy of "following in 
the footsteps of England, and of opening 
our markets to that country, thus giv- 
ing her the gold with which to wage her

BRISTOL, April 5.—Captain Cook of the 


British steamer Mohican, having on 
board the crew of the bark Sate of St. 
John's, N. F., furnishes the following 
particulars of the rescue. Captain Cook 
says that he sighted the Kate on March 
26, and seem? that the vessel was dis- 
masted, he altered his course so as to run 
quite near to her, in the hope of being 


j able to siive some ot her crew. When the 
distressed vessel was sighted, a terrible 
»ea wits running, and the wind was blow- 
ing almost v\ ith hurricane force. 


Owmj; to the severity of the heavy sea 


running it wns some time before the 
Mohicun succeeded m lowering a boat 
and getting her afloat. Captain Cook 
caused a quantity of oil to be run out of 
the lee scuppers, and also placed a num- 
ber of oil bags outside the gunwales of 
the lifeboat. In addition he shipped a 
small cask of oil in the lifeboat, and 
eventually got her away from the ship 
j 


The lifeboat, after a long buffet with 


seas, succeeded in getiing to the windward 
of the Kate. When in that position tbe 
cask of oil was broached and a quantity 
of its contents allowed to run to leeward 
of tbe hfebodt. This enabled the lifeboat 
to get close enough to admit of the rescue 
of the crew. When the Moh'.caii's life- 
boat returned to the steamer she was re- 
ceived with cheers 


Captain James" Story. 


Captain James of the Kate says that he 


left Trapaui, Siuly, on Jan 8, for St. 


ohn'&, N" F, and passed Tarifa, near 
ibraltur, Spain, on Feb. 1, shaping las 
ourse for Newfoundland. 
Soon after 


fitting away Irom the Spanish coast, the 
late met with a series of gales which 
eptall hands on deck »lmost contin- 
ally. So st-vere was tho weather that 
everdl of the water casks broke loose 
nd were stove m. This increased tha 
uftenngs of the crew. The severity of 
le weather also prevented fires being 
ghted iu the galley, except at rare m- 
ervals, and the crew had to live almost 
ntirely upon hard tack and a small 
uantity ol canned provisions. 
On March 12 the weather moderated, 
ut the gules were succeeded by a dense 
OS- This caused the crew to almost give 
way to despair. Even the fog was not the 
ast of their trouble, for while making 
air headway through the fog, the 
weather suddenly became much colder. 
uddenly ice was reported ahead, and b<s- 
ore the bark's course could be altered, it 
i/re.3 seen that a huge icefloe was right 
ahead of her 
The Kate crashed into the 


mass of floating ice, severely damaging 
let bows and smashing her stem. 


Luckily a quantity of the ice had be- 
sine jammed in the holes made forward 
jy the bark's collision with rhp !ce, and 
his enabled Captain James to make a 
pare sail fast over the damaged portion 
Other repairs were also undertaken, but 
ne bark began leaking badly. Night 
and day after that the suffering men 
were kept at the pumps, and succeeded in 
:eepmg the water pretty well under. 


Looked In Vain For Help. 


During all this time, the Kate did not 


sight a sail, and at the expiration of two 
days, when the fog begdu to lift, it was 
seen that the unlucky bark was in the 
midst of an icefield. Wnh the lifting of 
the fog, the wind and sea began to rise, 
and for five days the Elite was buffeted 
among the icefloes every moment ex.- 
pectmg to be sent to the bottom 


Finally, after five dnys of terrible toil 


and struggle, the Kdte succeeded in 
clearing 
the 
icefield, but afterward 


sighted a number of small icebergs, and 
the men were half-frozen by a series of 
bitter snow squalls which swept over the 
bark; bnt the snow enabled them to ob- 
tain all the drinking water necessary to 
continue the struggle toward the shores 
of Kewfounriland. 


These snowsqualls 
continued until 


March 'A when the weather changed for 
the worse, and the wind blew with hum- 
cane force. The foretopmast was carried 
away, and. in falling, dragged the niain- 
topmast with it, and the Kate was soon a 
helpless, dismasted wreck. Sea after sea 
swept over the bark, and all hands came j 
to 
the conclusion that the Kate was ! 


doomed to go to the bottom, carrying all 
oa board with her 


The Rescue. 


On Alarch 25 a steamer was sighted on 


the horizon 
Th<s steumer, turned out to 


be the Electro of the Wilson line, and she 
answered the distress signals hoisted by 
the Kate. 


Ths sea, however, wai so high that the 


captain of the Wilson liner was afraid to 
lower a bont, though he stood by the dis- 
masted vessel until night 
When morn- 


ing broke the Electro had vanished and 
the crew of the Kate again gave way to 
bitter despair. Happily, the next day, 
when 62 days out, the Kate sighted 
another steamer, w hich turned out to be 
the Mohican, and the rescue of the crew of 
the Kate was effected. 


The wreck of the Kite was left floating, 


a dangerous derelict, and is believed to 
bave been the vessel seen in an aban- 
doned condition on the edge of the banks 
of Newfoundland by tbe British steamer 
Stockholm City, which arrived at Halifax 
on Sunday from London

Pa., April 5.—It would 


take columns to tell in detail the exciting 
events of yesterday, the third of th* big 
coke strike now on in the Conneltoville 
region. At least nine lives were sacri- 
ficed. Unless the strong arm of the mil- 
itary interferes, tse dead will be counted 
by scores instead of teus So much ex- 
citement was never known in the region, 
and people everywhere are excited and 
apprehensive of greater dangers. 


The rioting began early in the morning, 


but the climax was not reached until 
yesterday afternoon, when several hun- 
dred strikers marched in the Davidson 
works of the H. C. Frick Coks company 
at Connellsville, where men were work- 
ing. When tha strikers approached they 
were ordered by the deputies to stop. 
They came on and tried to g«t at the men 
intht) ovens. The deputiei fired. The 
strikers returned the fire and charged, 
driving the deputies and men from the 
plant. 


Chief Engineer Paddock of the Frick 


company ran up in the tipple of the 
works. The strikers followed and shot 
him in the back of tbe head. They beat 
him and crushed his head with stones, 
and threw his tody from a tipple window 
to the ovens, 40 feet below. They then 
attempted to fire the tipple, but left 
when they saw the deputies returning 
with a larg« force from ConaeUsville, 


Ballet a Flew Thick and Fast, 


Hearing of Paddock's murder, hundreds 


wanted to avenge his death. The pursu- 
ing party, in command of Detective' 
Campbell, overtook the strikers half fa 
mile from Davidson and opened fire on 
them. The strikers fired in return, but 
ran on. Three strikers fell; one was killed 
in-stantly and two others were fatally 
wounded. Another of the strikers, who 
got the start on the main body, was shot 
by a deputy at Broad Ford, a mile dis- 
tant. He was also killed instantly. 


Eleven strikers were captured where 


the first battle took place, and the pursu- 
ing party kept up the chase until Dawson, 
a point seven miles distant, was reached, 
where 53 more ot the strikers were cap- 
tured. All the efforts of the deputies and 
more level-beaded citizens were needed 
to prevent the lynching of the tl who 
were taken back to Connellsville. 


The law-abiding element had their 


way, and at 8 o'clock a special train ar- 
rived here with 46 of those who were in 
the mob that killed Paddock. A great 
crowd greeted their arrival, aad amid 
cries of lynch them the prisoners were 
hurried to jail. A large body of the 
strikers were present and made a rush to 
rescue the prisoners, bnt were held back 
by the big crowd and the deputies. 


At the jail Hugh Coll, assistant chief 


engineer of the Frick company, identified 
five of the prisoners as among those who 
killed Paddock. Thirty more of the 
same band of strikers have been arrested, 
and the deputies will return to bring 
them to jail. 


Paddock was highly esteemed and was 


widely kaown. His murder occurred in 
sight of his home. AH the officials of 
the district organization of the strikers 
will be arrested for complicity in the 
Paddock murder, and inciting the riot 
and murder. Every effort will, be made 
to hunt down the gu 11 
> ones 


At the Mayfleld pi . a of the McGrlure 


company two men «tie fatally shot dur- 
ing the day. 
The strikers charged the 


men at work in the morning, but were 
driven off by the dtputies, after a striker 
~us shot through the body. In the after- 
noon they returned and renewed the at- 
tack. There was much fighting and a 
deputy was Jatally wounded. 


Murderers Recognized. 


One hundred rioters are now under ar- 


rest. Hugh Coll recognized nearly all of

left Triipimi, Sicily, on Jun. 8, for St 
John's,'N. F., and pasied Tariff., near 
Gibraltar. Spalii, on Feh. 1, shaping his 
course for Newfoundland. ' Soon after 
getting away from, the Spanish coast, tha 
Kate met with a. series of gales which 
keptnll hands on neck llrnoat contin- 
ually. So severe waa tho weather that 
several pf the water conks broke loose 
and' were stovo in. This increased tlio 
Bufferings of the crew. The severity of 
the weather also prevented fires being 
lighted in the galley, except at rare In- 
tervals, and the crew bed to live almost 
entirely upon hard tack and a small 
quantity of canned provisions. 


On Mnroh 12 the waather moderated, 


but the gales were succeeded by a dunse 
fog- This caused the crew to almost give 
way to despair. Even the fog was not the 
last of their trouble, for while making 
fair headway through 
the 
fog, 
the 


weather suddenly became much colder. 
Suddenly ice was reported ahead, and be- 
fore the bark's course could be altered, it 
was scon that a huge Icefloe was right 
ahead of her. The Kate crashed into the 
mass of floating ice, severely damaging 
her bows and smashing her stem. 


Luckily a quantity of the ice had be- 


came jammed in the holes made forward 
by the bark's collision with the ice, and 
this enabled Captain James to make a 
spare sail fast over the damaged portion. 
Other repairs were alao undertaken, but 
the bark began leaking badly. Night 
and day after that the suffering men 
were kept at tho pumps, and succeeded in 
keeping the water pretty well under. 


Looked In Vain For Help, 


During all thia time, the Kale did not 


sight a Ball, and at the expiration of two 
days, when the fog began to lift, it waa 
seeu that the'unlucky bark was in the 
midst of an icefield. Wuh' the lifting of 
the fog, the wind and sea began to rise 
and for live days the Kute was buffeted 
among the icefloes, every moment ex- 
pecting to be sent co the bottom. 


Finally, after five days of terrible toil 


and struggle, the Kate succeeded in 
clearing 
the 
icefield, but 
afterward 


sighted a number of small icebergs, and 
the men were half-froxeu by a series of

captain of tbe Wilson liner was afraid to 
lower a boat, though he stood by the dis- 
masted vessel until night.

ing broke the Electro had vanished and 
the crew of the Kate again gave way to 
bitter despair. Happily, tho in-xt day, 
when 02 days out, the Kate 
sighted 


another steamer, which turned out to be 
the Mohican, and the rescue of the crew ol 
the Kate was effected. 


The wreck of the Kate was loft floating, 


« dangerous derelict, aud is believed to 
have heeu the vessel seen in an aban- 
doned condition on tho edge of the banks 
Df Newfoundland by the British steamer 
Stockholm City, which arrived at Hulifaj 
on Sunday from London.

So much ex- 
citement was never known In the region, 
and peoplo everywhere are excited and 
apprehensive of greater dangera. 


Tbn rioting began early in the morning, 


but the climax was not reached until 
yeHterday afternoon, when several hun- 
dred alrikcrs ' marched In the Davidson 
works of the H. 0. 'Prick Coke company 
at Connellsville, where men were work- 
ing. 
When the strikers approached they 


wore ordered by the deputies to atop. 
They came on and tried to gil at the men 
in thu ovens. Tha deputlei Drod. The 
sirikflrs returned the fire and charged, 
driving the deputies and men from tho 
plant, 


Chief Engineer Paddnok of the Frick' 


company ran up in tho tipple of the 
works. The strikers followed and shot 
him in the buck ot tho heud. Thoy bea.6 
him aud crushed his head with stones, 
and threw his body from a tipple window 
to the ovens, 40 feet; below. They then 
attempted to fire the tipple, but loft 
when they ea.w the deputies returning 
with a lorce force from Connellsville.

Hearlngbf Paddock's murder, hundreds 


wanted to avenge hia'dciith. The pursu- 
ing party, In command of Dctebttve 
Campbell, overtook," the strikers half fa 
mile from Davidson and opened flre on 
them. The strikers fired in return, but 
ran on. Three striken fell; one was killed 
instantly and two others were fatally 
wounded. Another of the strikers, who 
got the start on ' the main body, was shot 
by a deputy at Broad Ford, a, mllo dis- 
tant. Ho was also killed instantly. 


Eleven strikers were captured whers 


the first battle took place, aud the pursu- 
ing parly kept up the chast until Dawson, 
a point seven miles distant, waa. reached, 
where 63 more o( the striken were cap- 
tured. All the efforts of tho deputies und 
more level-headed oitiesns wcra needed 
to prerent the lynching o[ the rl who 
Were taken -baok to Connellsvllle. 


The law-abiding element had their' 


way, and at H o'clock a special train ar- 
rived here with 40 of those who wore In 
the mob that killed Paddock. A great 
crowd greeted their arrival, aad amid 
cries of lynch them the prisoners were 
hurried to jail. A large body of the 
strikers wera present and made a rush to 
rescue the prisoners, but were holdback 
by the big crowd and the deputies. 


At the jail Hugh Coll, assistant chief 


engineer of the Fries: company, Identified 
five of the prisoners as among those who 
killed Paddock. 
Thirty more of the 


same bund of strikers have been arrested 
and the deputies will return to bring 
them to jail. 


Paddock was highly esteemed and was 


widely known. His murder occurred in 
sight of his home. All the officials of 
tho district organization ot tho strikers 
will bo arrested for complicity in the 
Paddock murlier, and inciting tho riot 
and murder. Every effort will be made 
to hunt down the guiliy ones.

MANY ISSUES" 


DiaciiBsau In the National Convention of 


Mule feplniiers. 


BOSTON, April 5.—The regular semi-an- 


nual convention of the National Cotton 
Mule Spinners was ended yesterday after- 
noon, and adjourned to meat in Boston 
n§xt October. 


The business of yesterday began with « 


continuance of the district reports and 
com plaints in regard to ths wage reduc- 
tion. In Fall River there will probably 
be n Btnks of the mule spinners unless 
the mill owners maintain the present 
rate of wages. If the manufacturers try 
to enforce a cut the men will strike to 
the number of 2390 persons, as the reduc- 
tion is universal among thu mills in the 
city. 


The convention voted to stand by the 


Fall River spinners iu their Jljjht, ana 
should they strike the fund of the N.i 
tional union, amounting to about $100,000, 
will be turned over to them, iu addition 
to several thousand dollars more which 
•will be raised by assessing each member 
in the association. 


The llolyoke spinners also complain oi 


a Sffl p*r ceut cutdown, as do the spmneri 
of Lewiston, Me., and should they strike 
they bave tbe endorsement, and support of 
the convention. 


The smnners of Tofville, Conn., are also 


having trouble, and requested that the 
convention send a delegate there to inves- 
tigate it and advise what steps should be 
taken.
